Union StrippedjTay Ior Closes 


By NLRB For (Soldier Career 
To Be Diplomat 
Race Practices 


WASHINGTON (AP)— B reak­ 
ing historic ground, the Nation­ 
al Labor Relations Board found 
a union guilty of racial discrim ­ 
ination today and stripped it of 
its certification. 
In a broad opinion with f u ­ 
sible national im pact the m ajor­ 
ity decision said whenever a 
union 
causes 
discrim ination 
based on race it has committed 
an unfair labor practice. 
The action—the first of its 
kind by the NLRB—was against 
the Independent Metal Workers 
Union, which m aintained separ­ 
ate locals for white and Negro 
m em bers at Hughes Tool Co. in 
Houston, Tex. 
The case involved the com­ 
plaint of a m em ber of tile Ne­ 
gro local whose application for 
an apprenticeship available only 
to white m em bers was rejected 
by the union. 
The five-m em ber board’s de­ 
rision to revoke certification on 
grounds of illegal coercion was 
unanunous, although two m em ­ 
bers gave more limited reasons 
for their finding. 
The m inority said Congress 
never intended the National La­ 
bor Relations Act to deal with 
racial 
discrim ination 
except 
when based on union m em ber­ 
ship, as in this case.
